New Tonk, June 13.—Wm. M. Springer, 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Representatives, was at the 
Sturtevant House, Broadway, between 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth streets, 
to-day. He more than willing to talk 
about politics. 

„Iwill attend the Chicago convention, but 
not as a delegate,’’ said Mr. Springer. I 
Blaine had retired from the Harrison cabinet 
long ago, continued he, instead of on the 
eve ofthe convention, without any tragic or 
Stage effects,I do not doubt that he could 
have had the nomination. As it was, under 
all the circumstances of his February letter 
and his sudden resignation, his nomination 
would have caused serious disturbances, if 
not open ruptures, in his party. Underall 
the conditions Harrison was a stronger can- 
didate. 

**I do not know that Blaine acted treacher- 
ously toward Harrison. Mr. Blaine has been 
greatly impaired in body and mind for many 
months and he listened to the flowery repre- 
sentations of those on whose judgment he re- 
lied to the effect that there wasa great pop- 
ular demand for himasthe candidate. This 
demand was imaginary. You can readily 
judge how much disinterested patriotism 
there was in his supporters by running over 
the names of the leading ones—Thomas C. 
Platt, M. 8. Quay. J. 8. Clarkson and men 
Ike them. They tried to manufacture popu- 
lar enthusiasm out of personal dislikes. They 
stole the livery of Blaine’s supposed popular- 
Ity to serve their private ends.

Those States which are 
doubtful and essential are New York, New 
Jersey and Indiana. It is absolutely essen- 
tial for us to carry those States. Connecticut 
is a doubtful State, and Iuuinois and Wisconsin 
might also be regarded as doubtful, but un- 
der tavorable circumstances we can carry 
these three States. In IIlinois the popular 
sentiment as expressed in the newspapers 
and county convention is for Palmer first and 
Cleveland next.

An Undertaker’s Trust. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 13.—The jury in the 
district court has brought in a verdict for 
$5,000 against the Kansas Undertakers’ Asso- 
ciation in favor of J. M. Knight of this city. 
Their articles of agreement bind them not to 


purchase from any wholesale establishment 
which selis to undertakers not in the associa- 
tion. Knight attempted to staft an under- 
taker’s establishment here. No company 
would sell hima hearse and he brought suit 
against the association for $100,000. In estab- 
lishing his case Knight proved that an under- 
taker in this town charged $1,500 for burying 
a corpse, where the actual ‘expenses were 
only 10.

Two Churches Crowded With Worship- 
ers Receive the Shocks, 


PANIC SEIZES THE PEOPLE AND CON. 
FUSION BEIGNHS.

An Ancient Cathedral Almost Demolished 

—~Terrific Thunder Storms Throughout 

Spain—Father and Daughter Perish 

‘While Boating Nie Persons Drowned 

—4 Balloonist’s Frightful Fall—The 
Casualty Record. 


Manno, June 13.—Terrific thunder storms 
prevailed in various parts of Spain yes- 
terday and the loss of life ahd injury by 
lightning was great. The electricity ap- 
pedred to pick out the churehes as the objects 
on which to show its power, and unfortu- 
nately it did so while the services were in 
progress. 

At Melias,in the province of Orense, the 
parish church was crowded with worship- 
ers attending mass when the storm burst. 
Though the peals of thunder were very loud 
and the flashes of lightning extremely vivid, 
not much attention was paid to the storm at 
first. Suddenly a most terrific crash of 
thunder followed almost immediately by a 
flash of lightning that was blinding in its in- 
tensity caused the worshipers to spring to 
their feet in tear. Women shrieked 
in terror and the little children clutched their 
parents in an agony of terror. For two or 
three seconds after the flash it was im 
possible to see anything, the transition from 
sudden brightnessto extreme darkness ren- 
dering the people practically blind. The ut- 
most confusion prevailed. . Finally, when 
order was restored, the congregation were 
horrified to find that ten of their number had 
been struck by the lightning and instantly 
killed and that twenty-eight others had been 
seriously injured. 

When this became generally known the 
people were panic-striken and rushed from 
the church in the pelting storm, many of 
them, men, women and children fearing to 
seek refuge in the vicinity of the church, 
fearing to enter a house, and there they re- 
mained drenchea to the skin until the storm 
passed over. An almost similar scene oc- 
curred at Mucientes, in the province of Valla- 
dolid... The church in that village was also 
struct! by lightning. Five of the worshipers 
were Kided and ten injured. At Burgos, 
capital of the province of that name, con- 
siderable damage was done to the famous old 
cathedral by the lightning. The Burgos 
Cathedral is one of the oldest buildings in 
Spain, having been founded in 1221 and 
Gnished in 1567. The lightning displaced a 
portion of one of the walls and did other 
damage. Nobody in the cathedral was hurt. 


CASUALTY RECORD. 


VARNDERBILT’S YACHT RUNS DOWN A MAN AND 
WOMAN. 


NEwPortT, R. I., June 13.—Capt. Morrison, 
of W. K. Vanderbilt’ d steam yacht Alva, 
which ran into and swamped a row boat con- 
taininga man and woman in East River, 
Saturday, forwarded his report of the accli- 
dent to-day to the steamboat inspectors in 
New York. He says the river was full of 
small boats at the time and he was going ata 
moderate speed. When the boat ahead was 
reported the engines were slowed and the 
whistle blown. The man inthe boat did not 
turn about but pulied under the Alva’s bow. 
Capt. Morrison says he did everything in his 
power to avoid the collision and in his efforts 
almost ran into the Atlanta. He says the 


officers of the cruisers will bear out this state- 
ment. He was not gullty of heartlessness but 
lowered the boats when it was announced 
that the woman and man had been run down 
and he thereupon proceeded as the many 
surrounding craftrendered backing danger- 
ous. Neither the Captain nor Vanderbilt were 
aware that any lives had been lost until this 
morning, and Mr. Vanderbilt exonerates the 
Captain. The ‘bodies of the victims have not 
yet been recovered, 


FATHER AND DAUGHTER DROWNED. 
Lonpoy,. June 18.—A sad accident is re- 
ported from Bantry Bay, in the southwest of 
Ireland. Frederick Waller, a magistrate 
of that vicinity, who was also a gentleman of 
considerable landed estate, was out yachting 
with hig daughter, Jena. The day was 


pleasant and the waters of the bay only rip- 
pled by a slight breeze. suddenly one of the 
squalls so frequent in that neighborhood 
sprang np, and the yacht instantly capsized. 
Mr. Waller, who was a good swimmer, came 
quickly to the surface ut his daughter was 
nowhere to be seen. ite was seen to dive re- 
— ee evidently with the object of rescu- 
her, and although he could easily have 
— Himselt by swimming, he continued to 
dive in his vain search until he was utterly 
exhausted and he himself sank not to come 
up again. When the rescuers arrived both 
father and daughter were drowned. Upon 
righting the yacht the girl’s body was dis- 
discovered entangled in the rigging.

History of a Remarkabie Criminal Case 
How His Guardians Eluded a Mob— 


Murder at a Primary Election—Brained est. 


With a Hatchet—A Big Haul by Bur- 
glars. x 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 13,—Frank 
Weems, the negro whoa few weeks ago 
attempted to commit an assault up- 
on a white woman, Mrs. Mority, was brought 
back to Chattanooga this morning. Sixty 
deputies and forty policemen, heavily armed, 
met the train, and the line of march was 
crowded with interested and excited specta- 
tors, who viewed the unusual 
scene with disgust. Weems was 
brought into court immediaeity 
upon his arrival, and after a trial which oc- 
cupied only ten minutes’ time, the prisoner 
confessing his guilt, he was sentenced to a 
twenty-one years’ termin the penitentiary. 

This is the speediest trial of a criminal! in 
the annals of East Tennessee. The prisoner 
was at once placed in jail and will probably 
be sent to the State prison on the first train 
to Nashville. The same guard which did 
duty in bringing him here will conduct him 
over the road to the penitentiary to prevent 
mobs on the way from lynching him. 

The record of Weems’ experience since the 
avengers first started on his trailisa thrilling 
one. The attempted assault upon Mrs. 
Mority was committed on May 10, and 
Weems’ arrest followed the next day. A 
mob formed the next night and would have 
lynched him had not the authorities, in fear 
that this move would be made, spirited the 
culprit off to Nashville for safe keeping. 

Baffled for the time, a party gathered on 
the 2ist and went to Nashville to carry out 
their design. The police had been warned of 
their coming and were prepared to receive 
them. At 10 o’clock the mob, which at that 
time had grown to be 1,500 strong, made an 
attempt on the jal). A committee was per- 
mitted to search the jail forthe negro, but 
he was not found. The police then ordered 
the mob to disperse and a fight ensued. 

Insome way the mob became convinced 
that the negro was in the City Police Station, 
and, regardless of the advice of the leaders, 
the crowd made a dash across the public 
square and down Market street, upon which 
the station is located, about 200 yards from 
the square. As the angry and bolsterous 
crowd neared the lice station it was 
met by a platoon of twenty-five police- 
men armed with Springfiela rifles. 
At the point of the bayonet the 
police drove the mob back. to the square. 
‘ihe mob finally dispersed. But the pursuit 
of the negro did not stop then. The author- 


almost constantly on the go, taking him t 
various jails only to learn soon after his in- 
‘Carceration, that the public had got wind of 
his whereabouts and were again gathering in 
foree to lynch him. 

In this way the negro was hurried across 
the State several times, and at one time was 
lodged in a Kentucky prison. Tiring ‘of this 
plan, arrangements were made to bring 
Weems here to-day under a strong guard and 
end the matter with a legal sentence.

BOTH MEN AND A PASSER-BY INJURED 
IN THE FUSILLADE

Grant Shot in the Right Side Below the 
Nipple end Seriously Inſured—- Thomas 
Receives a Bullet in the Bight Thigh 
and Julius Biemman is Shot in tie 
Finger—Police News. 


An impromptu duel between Stone Grant 
and Phelan Thomas, both negroes occurred 
at 7 o'clock this morning n front 
of 1016 North Eighth street. For 
a few minutes shot after shot was 
fired, and the _ fusillade resounded 
in the Third District Police Station, on Sev- 
enth and Carr, like the volleys at the battle 
of Shiloh,’’ as one of the police expressed it. 
Grant accused Thomas of attempting to cut 
Words passed, and in a mo- 
ment both men pulled out revolvers 
and began to fre at each other on the street 
at close range. About a dozen shots were 
fired, and Grant was struck witha bullet in 
the right side below the nipple. His wound 
was pronounced serious, but not necessarily 
fatal. Thomas was hit in the right thigh and 
sustained a very painful wound. Julius Bler- 
mantiiving at No. 826 North Eighth street, 
who was passing along the street 
at the time, was. struck on the 
fore finger of the right hand by a stray bullet 
from one of the revolvers of the 
enraged negros. At the sound of 
the shots, Officers Simcox and Farrell, 
who were on duty around the station, and 
Officer Barry, the night patrolman at the 
Jindell Hotel, who had reported pre- 
paratory to going home, rushed 
to the spot where they heard the 
shotsand found Grant and Thomas pros- 
trated by their wounds. The patrol 
wagon was ordered out and Grant, 

Julius Bierman was 
Dispensary. Bierman 
injured finger dressed 
returned to his home, The 
two negroes were taken to the Cityl 
Hospital under guard. The affafr causeda 
great deal of excitement inthe vicinity, and 
for a few minutes Grant and Thomas had the 
feld to themselves. They are detained at 
the hospital under arrest, and if they recover 
they will be prosecuted. 
BOTH MEN’S STORIES. 

At the hospital, after their wounds were 
dressed, both men spoke freely of the trouble. 
The full history of the trouble, according to 
Tony Gant, is as follows: ‘*Yesterda after- 
noon,’’ said he, ‘‘while I was out Thomas 
and John Sneed came up to the house and 
commenced annoying my wife, They were 
warned away by Eli Cunningham and a fight 
ensued.They went away and came back. Sneed 
_ a revolver in his hand when he came to 

door, which was shutinhisface. Then 
he shot into the panel. When I came home 
and heard of it | went down to Sneed’s and 
asked him why he acted that way. He 
started to curse me and I knocked himdown, 
and was beating him when Phelan 
Thomas interfered and tried to draw a 
gun. I beat him up, too, and slashed 
him with a pocket-knife and then ran aw ay. 
This morning Phelan sent me word Dy a 
woman named Margaret Mory that when I 
met him to be prepared for death. I went 
down near his house and boughta gun, and 
was walking along the street when i met 
He beckoned me over, and I 
him to come over to me. 
came across the street with 
‘his face swelledupand his up trembling. 
When he gotupto me he pulled his gun and 
aimed right at my stomach. I Knocked the 
weapon Gown and the ball struck me in the 
leg.

Thomas tells a different story about the 
shooting, but admits the trouble with Sneed 
last night was the cause of t.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 


Michael Schollard Probably Fatally 
Wounded by George Flannigan. 
Midcael Schollard was shot tn Justa & 
Steele’s saloon 901 Morgan street at 8:10 
o’clock this morning, bya revolver in the 
hands of George Flannigan the barkeeper.

Schollard to the Dispensary, whence he was 
taken to the City Hospital. His wound was 
one.

Senator Peffer Advocates His Govern- 
ment Loan Bill 


LEGAL RATES OF INTEREST TO BE MUCH 
SHAVED. 


Real Estate Security Will Enable Bor- 
rowers to Do Business With Uncle 
Sam at Primes Cost — Congressional 
Proceedings— Bills Reported— The Co- 
lumbian Exposition Measure. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—Not one 
of the Senators,who have been in attendance 
on the Minneapolis Convention, was in the 
Senate chamber this morning when the ses- 
sion opened. There were but twelve Senators 
present on the Republican side and a few 
more than that number on the Democratic 
side. The first indication of the Democratic 
movement in Chicago was the granting of 
leave of absence to Mr. Voorhees until the 
26th inst. 

The pepslon appropriation bill with amend- 
ments was reported back from the Committee 
on Appropriations and placed on the calen- 
dar. It carries a total of $146,737,350, which 
is an increase of $11,912,284 over the House bill 
and is $327,200 less than the estimate. The 
bill as reported exceedsthat of last year by 
$11,522.c65. The principal increase over the 
House bill is $11,907,634 for army and navy 
pensions, 

The bill introduced by Mr. Peffer on the 
26th of May, ‘‘to increase the cnrrency and 
provide for the circulation, to reduce the 
rates of interest, and to establish a bureau of 
loans,’’ was taken from the table, and Mr. 
Peffer addressed the Senate in explanation 
and advocacy of fit. It provides for the ap- 
pointment by the President of three com- 
missioners to hold their office in Washing- 
ton, whose duty it shall be to establish 
wan agencies, one at the capital of every 
State and Territory and at other convenient 
places—such agency to be known as the Cen- 
tral Lean Agency for that State or Territory. 
The business of these local agencies is to be 
to lend money to the people on the plan 
of well-reguiated real estate and 
loan agencies, secured by* roa 
estate. The loans are to be 
not less than one year nor more than 
years, They are to be for not less than 6100 
nor more than $2,500 to any one person or 
family. There is no provision as to the rate 
of interest. In order to provide funds treas- 
ury notes are to be issued equal in amount to 
$1.50 for every dollar’s worth of gold and sil.

Alexander Cochrane, General Solicitor of the 


| Missouri Pacific system; H. 8. Priest, Gen- 


eral Attorney, and W. H. Phelps, Special At- 
torney of the same railroad system; Edward 
Kenna 4 <Adiel Sherwood (son of the 
Judge), attorneys of the Frisco Rallroad. 
and many others in different parts of the 
State are noteriously advocating his re- 
nomination, The railroad force of the 
State u organized and actively at 
work for this object. Its influence 
at the late Sedalia Convention was both 
patent and potent. It succeeded in sending 
two of the Missouri! Pacitic Railroad attorneys 
as delegates-at-large from Missourt to the 
Chicayo Democratic National Convention. 
The power which the railroad at orneys ex- 
ercised at the Sedalia Convention was ob- 
vious to every one present. They purpose 
exerting the same {[nfluence at the St. 

Louis Judicial Convention, which meets 
July 6 to nominate three Su- 
preme Caurt Judges, and they will 
sacrifice everything else to secure 
the renomination of Judge Sherwood. There 
must be some reason forall this interest on 
their part in Judge Sherwood’s renomina- 
tion fora third term. A single volume of the 
Missouri Supreme Court reports may serve to 
explain the cause of this interest of the rau - 
roads. 

In that volume (95 Mo. Rep.) six railroad 
cases are reported all of more or less im- 
portance and Judge Sherwood dissents in favor of 
the ratiroads from the opinion of the Court in four 
of the cases out of the siz. 

These are facts which caipbe readily veri- 
ned by turning to Vol. 9 of the Missouri 
Supreme Court Reports’’ and examining the 
cases referred to. Are the Democrats of Mis - 
souri to submit to the dictation of the ralil- 
road attorneys in the at de matter 
of Supreme Court Judges? railroad 
lobby, composed in part of the very men 
who are now so active in support of Judge 
Sherwood, appearat Jeffersen City at each 
sessiog of the Legislature to control or pre- 
vent legislation. They gow propose tam- 
pering with the Supreme Court itself. It be- 
hooves every delegate elected to the St.

Raliroad passes will likely de as thick as 
leaves in Vallambrosa, and while there may 
be nothing objectionable in persons who do 
not occupy Official positions using them, it is 
specially wrong for any delegate to permit 
free transportation in anywise to influence 
his judgment on the question of selecting 
Supreme Court Judges, It might be re- 
marked in this connection that Judge Sher- 
wood’s friends were potent enough to have 
the Judicial Conyention ned at St. Louis in 
advance of the Jefferson City Convention 
to nominate the Governor and other State 
officers, and this was done that the St. 
Louls Convention might be used as a whip 
over the various candidates seeking nomina 
tion from the Jefferson City Convention.

The railread interference in the Supreme 
Court Judge matter ts emphasized by the fact 
that the late Republican convention, which 
nominated Maj. Warner for Governer and 
Other State officers, also nominated Judge W. 
8. Shirk for Supreme Court Judge. Judge 
Shirk belongs to the legal staff of the Missour; 
Pacific Rallway Co., is the intimate friend 
and associate of Mr. H. 8. Priest and 
hence, is one of Mr. Jay Gould’s attorneys. 
Think of the effrontery of nominating one of 
Jay Gould’s lawyers for Supreme Court 
Judge of Missouri, but this is scarcely ex- 
ceeded by the fact of the railroad combine 
selecting Judge Sherwood as their candidate 
and using all their power, patronage and 
skill] to secure him a third term on the bench 
of the Supreme Court. 

The State of Missour! has really a direct in- 
terest in the matter, A suit was recently in- 
stituted dy the State in the Olrcuit Court of 
St. Louis against the Frisco Railroad to re- 
cover about $500,000 in favor of the State and 
against that railway company. This ease 
wil soon reach the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Adiel Sherwood, the som of Judge 
Sherwood is one of the Frisco 
Rallroad’s attorneys. The Supreme 
Court reports show the significant fact that 
in two recent cases decided in that ‘court, 
vig.: State ex rel. vs. Smith, 104 Mo., p. 661, 
and Ozark Lad Vo, vs. Hays, 106 Mo., p. 
143, Mr. Adiel Sherwood was of counsel for 
appellants andthat Judge Sherwood not 
only took part in the decisions of these cases, 
bat dissented (against the unanimous opin- 
ion of the other judges of the court) in behalf 
of hissbn’s clients. He did this, although in 
scores of other cases he did not sit and had 


himself so marked, and a due sense of judi-

Whether the interests 
of the State nm the Frisco railroad case are 
gate in his hands under the circumstances 
the reader must judge. 

When we reflect that from 20 to 80 per cent

are either railroad cases or corporation cases 
jin some form and that recently the Missouri 
Pacific road alihe had over sixty cases pend- 
ing at one time on the Supreme Court docket, 
we can readily understand why the rauroads 
in general and the Missourj Pacific in partic- 
ular are taking much interest in the selection 
of the judges. 

We might extend this article further and 
mention other grave objections to the re- 
nomination ot Judge Sherwood, but we do 
not deem it necessary. The reasons we have 
stated are all sufficient. They are first, that 
he does nat make proper return in work to 
the people for the salary he receives; second, 
that he is tattooed with marks of the corpo- 
ration trail, The issues between the people 
on the one side and the raliroad attorneys on 
the other are fully made up, Whien will 
triamph is for the st.

PASSED THE RECORDS 


Highest Water in Forty-Five Years at 

New Orleans. 
New ORLEANS, La., June 13.—The river this 
morning reached the highest point known 
here for the last forty-five years, and in 
consequence New Orleans is to-day, literaliy 
speaking, an island. Crevasses above, 
crevasses below, the river, raging in 
front, and the rapidly rising Lake Poncha- 
train in the rear, has hemmed the 
city in and trafic on three roads has been 
suspended. Last night at midnight the 
gauge read elghteen feet above high water 
mark. People who knew well what this rise 
meant hoped that by morning there 
would be a decline, but when 
daybreak came and the gauge was 
scanned old timers were staggered when they 
read 18.2. Atéo’clock the first break was re- 
ported, It happened at Belmont Place,about 
twenty miles above the city, on the Missis- 
sippi Valley tone. Seventy five feet of the 
levee gave wayat one clip, and the water 
within an hour’s time had dug a channel 
twelve feet deep. The Valley tracks were 
quickly under two feet of water and all traffic 
was stopped. 

Following closely on the reports from Bel- 
mont came the news of three breaks eleven 
miles below thecity, all within one mile of 
each other.

Arai had the engineers recovered from 
this disastrous news whenatelephone mes- 
sage was received from n thirteen 
miles up on the other side the river, stat- 
ing that the entire levee at that point, sev- 
eral hundred yards in length, had toppied 
into the rushing waters. The Texas & Pacific 
tracks are just behind the levee and the 
swish of the water washed the tracks up fora 
considerable distance. The Texas & Pacific 
people yave shut down on traffic. 

The last break to occur was at the Surpy 
Prospect plantation, on the Valley road a 
few miles below Belmont. It is twenty-five 
feet deep and five feet wide and will assist in 
widening the Belmont break and also worry 
the ng 4 officials. 

All of these crevasses. following so closely 
oneach other has occasioned considerable 
alarm throughout the city. The levees that 
rotect New Orleans are and strong so 

ar, but the greatest anxtie is being felt on 
account of the June rise atis onthe way 
down.
